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Unlike  previous  yearbooks,  Pot  Pourri  '73  is  not  an  at- 
tempt at  comprehensive  documentation,  but  rather  an  effort 
to  provide  a  catalyst  to  recollection.  Understatement  will 
hopefully  provide  the  best  means  for  conveying  the  atmo- 
sphere and  cohesion  of  ideas  shared  by  most  Andover 
students. 

Writing  might  distort;  it  also  may  be  irrelevant  by  repeat- 
ing, at  times  identically,  the  thoughts  recorded  by  the  in- 
timacy of  a  photograph.  For  this  reason,  written  statements 
remain  at  a  minimum. 

It  seemed  that  a  good  yearbook  would  be  one  that  allowed 
students  to  reach  their  own  conclusions  from  whatever  they 
did  or  tried  to  do  during  their  school  years.  Although  the 
photographs  may  not  recall  specific  memories  to  any  one 
person,  they  will  certainly  recall  many  incidents. 

An  Andover  education  is  enriched  by  the  people  one  en- 
counters; it  is  the  exposure  to  a  multitude  of  ideas— these 
transmitted  from  student  to  student— that  make  Andover 
such  a  stimulating  intellectual  environment.  To  evoke  this 
memory,  a  photograph  gives  its  own  interpretation  of  people 
and  their  environment  while  simultaneously  allowing  one  to 
visualize  what  he  has  experienced. 

It  is  my  hope  that  you  will  identify  with  these  photo- 
graphs. As  you  peruse  them,  examine  the  emotions,  ex- 
pressions, intensity  .  .  .  into  your  past,  remembering  how 
importantly  these  reflect  upon  your  character  as  an  Andover 
student. 


Paul  Latham  Perrot,  Editor 
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I  was  the  prep,  you  were  the  Big  Seniors,  and  I  annoyed  you  by  asking  you  to  stop  the  practice  of  "prepping". 
I'm  grateful,  though,  that  even  some  of  you  who  disagreed  with  me  on  this  matter  either  eventually  understood 
my  reasoning  or  accepted  it,  and  moved  ahead. 

Any  first  year  at  Andover  is  tough,  and  mine  was  no  exception.  You  were  the  earliest  candid  colleagues:  it  is 
difficult  in  a  wholly  unfamiliar  surrounding  to  elicit  the  reaction  necessary  to  gauge  one's  actions.  The  media 
men  helped  more  than  they  knew  with  their  friendly,  "Well,  you  blew  that  one  .  .  .",  conclusions.  (Occasionally, 
too,  I  did  something  right,  and  they  happily  were  quick  to  note  that  too.) 

Of  course,  an  absence  of  prepping  (at  least  as  the  form  of  exploitation  that  I  saw  it  to  be)  and  the  presence  of 
friendly  candor  contribute  to  that  subtle,  but  crucial  tone  of  a  school— or  any  community,  for  that  matter.  With- 
out a  feeling  of  support  and  understanding,  without  humor,  and  without  that  desirable  irreverence  especially 
essential  in  our  kind  of  competitive  serious  community,  the  Academy  isn't  worth  attending.  Happily,  I  saw  all 
these  characteristics  in  abundance  (though  the  school  could  well  laugh  more  at  itself)-  In  spite  of  the  overuse  of 
the  abused  word,  "trust",  the  tone  of  Andover  was  relatively  open  and  positive  during  your  senior  year— and 
most  of  the  credit  for  this  rests  with  the  class  of  '73. 

Yearbooks  traditionally  look  backward:  this  is  the  way  we  were,  our  school  was.  They  might  better  look  for- 
ward. Andover  is  called  (alas)  a  "prep"  school— but  preparatory  to  what?  College?  Being  grown  up?  Life?  The 
World  of  Work? 

I  cannot  speak  for  what  you'll  be;  I  can  speak  for  what  I  would  like  to  be  and  what  I  hope  Andover  becomes. 
The  latter  only  is  relevant  here. 

Why  must  Andover  be  an  all-embracing  institution,  trying  to  provide  a  "complete"  experience?  As  I  perceive 
it,  we  do  some  things  well.  Why  not  concentrate  on  these,  and  allow— urge— students  to  attend  several  schools, 
this  one  and  others,  of  varying  types,  as  seems  best  for  each  individual  over  the  several  years  between  ages 
thirteen  and  nineteen?  The  notion  that  a  single  institution  can  be  a  microcosm  of  society,  or  can  purvey  the 
whole  range  of  learning  necessary  for  the  "real  business  of  living"  is  as  arrogant  as  it  is  unreachable.  I  see  a 
future  Andover  as  an  important  segment  of  a  student's  secondary  education,  but  not  its  whole.  It  is  only  part  of 
the  "preparation". 

The  America  of  1973— the  living  now— had  wants  and  strains,  none  more  corrosive  than  its  fearfulness.  The 
late  '60s  and  early  '70s  shattered  our  optimism.  "Living  now"  was  an  act  too  often  of  cynicism,  a  despair,  or 
dropping  out.  To  give  in  to  such  is  neither  humane  living  nor  good  preparation. 

Our  fear  had  much  to  do  with  the  fear  of  strangers,  of  people  different  from  ourselves,  racially,  sexually, 
ethnically.  Andover  can  stand  against  this  by  being  diverse,  by  allowing,  indeed  encouraging,  a  student  and 
faculty  from  many  quarters,  with  many  ideas  and  ideals.  Perhaps  Andover  could  be  a  truly  pluralist  school.  As 
such,  it  would  make  for  happier  living  now— and  teach  the  fact  that  homo  sapiens  has  little  to  fear,  and  much  to 
love,  among  its  own  number. 

Of  course,  one  should  address  our  fear  directly.  We  infrequently  do.  Rarely  here  do  the  questions  of  death,  or 
of  cruelty,  or  of  personal  inadequacy,  get  asked,  save  to  our  most  private  selves.  One  debates  "parietals"  rather 
than  either  the  parallel  realities  of  the  joys  and  the  dangers  of  physical  intimacy  or  the  meaning  of  simple  hu- 
man friendships.  We  seek  advice  only  on  our  presumed  successes,  not  on  our  known  weaknesses. 

Candor  can  hurt  as  often  as  help.  Yet  the  possibility  for  open  honesty  must  be  available  for  any  to  take  place, 
and  it  must  be  open  at  Andover  not  only  at  Isham  and  Cochran,  but  everywhere. 

Of  course,  these  hopes  are  contradictory,  a  decline  in  "fear"  to  allow  for  greater  candor,  (thus  both  happiness 
"now"  and  relevant  "preparation")  will  come  only  when  the  Andover  community  is  more  homogeneous,  in  the 
sense  that  it  is  more  accepting  overall  of  the  values  of  openness.  Yet  we  also  need  this  community  to  be  hetero- 
geneous: we  need  diversity,  not  only  of  geography  and  income,  but  also  of  ideas  and  ideals. 

The  contradiction  here  makes  Andover  an  interesting  place.  (The  contradiction  is  present  everywhere,  of 
course:  it  is  the  spinal  cord  of  American  political  philosophy).  Can  we  be  a  fearless  community  and  still  be  a 
pluralistic? 

I  trust  the  answer  can  be  yes.  The  class  of '73  should  properly  judge  the  school  on  its  future  progress  toward 
this  achievable  Utopia.

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I  can't  help  feeling  that  our  life  on  the  Philli- 
pian— it  was  consuming— shaped  the  way  we 
developed  at  PA  more  than  any  other  single 
influence. 

We  came  to  know  a  tremendous  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility, not  really  towards  the  expectations 
of  others,  but  to  ourselves.  The  newspaper  was 
the  one  thing  at  Andover  that  we  didn't  have  to 
do,  and  the  one  thing  that  we  did  the  hardest. 
The  freedom  we  enjoyed  with  our  large  budget, 
our  special  permissions,  and  our  power  to  pub- 
lish what  we  felt,  offered  us  the  unique  chance 
to  fail,  and  fail  horribly.  That  we  did,  and  of- 
ten. But  we  learned  much  from  those  mistakes. 

It  causes  no  embarrassment  now  to  concede 
that  immediately  after  our  production  changes, 
we  realized  that  the  load  was  too  heavy,  we  en- 
countered problems  we  hadn't  dreamed  of  and 
the  pages  fell  to  pieces.  But  when  we  finally  got 
it  all  together,  settled  our  personal  conflicts  and 
worked  as  a  team,  the  product  improved  dras- 
tically and  the  rewards  came.  If  our  task  was  to 
bring  ourselves  from  the  inexpertise  of  issue 
number  one  to  the  level  of  competence  neces- 
sary to  handle  the  issues  the  school  posed,  then 
we  succeeded. 

But  we  couldn't  have  worked  as  hard  as  we 
did  without  really  enjoying  the  effort— not  im- 
mediately, perhaps,  but  in  the  long  run.

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It  went  by  so  swiftly,  so  quickly  that  at  times  it  felt  good  to 
slow  down  a  bit.  For  Abbot,  there  was  the  fact  that  the  end 
of  the  year  was  the  End.  Period.  Whatever  the  reasons.  Ab- 
bot had  worked;  we  felt  alive,  and  human,  and  purposeful. 
It  was  a  bittersweet  feeling,  the  beginning  of  something  new, 
this  merger,  and  yet  a  loss  at  a  change  in  what  we  held  dear, 
an  uprooting. 

The  girls  who  had  already  begun  integration  in  the  Phil- 
lips community  often  found  the  obstacles  formidable.  There 
was,  of  course,  the  initial  novelty,  the  strangeness  of  having 
girls  in  classes,  in  organizations.  Almost  200  years  as  an  all- 
male  school  necessarily  rendered  the  transition  at  PA  diffi- 
cult. The  stereotypes  we  questioned  reflected  the  society-at- 
large  and  long-established  modes  of  thinking.  But  there  was 
sensitivity  at  Andover  concerning  this  redefinition  of  values. 
Fall  was  optimistic,  suspended  with  excitement  concerning 
the  future. 

Fall's  convictions  were  tested  in  winter.  Drudgery  pricked 
our  nerves,  and  we  found  it  hard  to  implement  the  warmth 
and  spontaneity  of  which  we  were  proponents.  Caffeinated 
nights  stretched  the  resiliency  of  friendships.  Stereotyping, 
roleplaying  .  .  .  discussions  concerning  change  took  on  the 
wan  form  of  cliche.  Sensitivity  lapsed  into  boredom.  There 
was  doubt,  a  wavering.  For  we  too  were  groping  in  tumult 
for  definitions,  a  concrete  identity.  The  becoming  meant 
anxiety,  periodical  irresolution,  frustration. 

But  then,  spring.  The  change  was  startling.  At  Abbot  the 
thought  of  year's  end  strengthened  our  sorority,  and  friend- 
ships that  survived  winter  now  bloomed.  Then  too,  we  struck 
a  better  solidarity  with  Phillips.  Pressure  was  down  and  Phil- 
lips had  defrosted.  Despite  remaining  disputes,  the  rapport 
was  livelier  and— yes,  less  stereotyped.  Plans  for  the  follow- 
ing year  were  being  implemented  with  more  rapidity.  Yet 
spring  had  rejuvenated  our  optimism— in  ourselves  as  indi- 
viduals, in  Abbot  to  provide  a  new  source  for  the  Andover 
community  of  warmth,  gentleness,  and  perhaps  too,  a  sense 
of  humor.  Abbot  offered  Phillips  a  wisdom  too  seldom 
sought— an  understanding  of  failure,  of  patience,  of  the 
value  of  compassion. 

We  graduated  from  Abbot  exercising  those  very  elements, 
looking  forward  to  the  future,  both  our  own  and  that  of  our 
new  school.

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It  has  always  been  fashionable  for  students  to  criti- 
cize Andover,  if  not  as  an  experience  then  as  an  in- 
stitution. And  there  is  much  to  challenge,  for  stu- 
dents have  woefully  little  to  say  in  the  formation  of 
regulations  which  govern  their  daily  existence.  Yet 
students  do  very  little  to  correct  the  injustices  or  in- 
adequacies which  they  perceive;  it  requires  too  much 
sustained  effort.  The  superficial  indignation  is  there, 
and  sporadic,  half  hearted  protest,  but  it  remains 
more  amusing  (and  acceptable)  to  complain  self- 
righteously  or  write  cynical  notes  to  "the  Phillipian". 
Perhaps  no  one  really  cared  enough  to  do  the  time- 
consuming  bargaining  necessary  for  change:  those 
who  fail  to  attempt  reform  have  little  right  to  com- 
plain about  existing  conditions. 

We  must  remember,  however,  that  if  Andover 
gave  us  nothing  else,  it  gave  us  some  time  to  be  jazz 
musicians,  artists,  or  radicals  before  becoming  tech- 
nicians or  businessmen.  It  gave  us  the  chance  to  live 
closely  with  others  and  attempt  cooperation,  and  it 
undeniably  offered  outstanding  academic  resources. 
The  shortcomings  of  Andover  should  not  be  over- 
looked, but  the  students  themselves  must  realize  that 
the  obligation  to  reform  rests  with  them.

To  look  back,  it  was  only  four  years,  but  an  eternity  of  things  happened. 
Four  years  of  adolescence  at  Andover  are  plenty  of  time  to  lose  one's  naivete, 
maybe  lose  one's  virginity,  gain  some  mundane  prudence,  acquire  a  sort  of 
aching  notion  as  to  what  the  world  is  all  about,  to  learn  about  people  and 
yourself.

The  result  was  a 
group  of  individuals  bound  by  common  experience  and  solid  friendships. 

This  group,  however,  was  only  the  nucleus.  A  walk  across  campus  was 
filled  with  familiar  faces.
